Methods and systems according to the claimed invention were demonstrated by 
PowerQuest personnel (including inventor Chuck Peters) to Microsoft personnel at 
a presentation by PowerQuest given on or about March 22, 2000. Apparently no 
spoken or written non-disclosure agreement specifically concerning the subject 
matter of the presentation was in place at the time. 

Ideas related to the invention were discussed by PowerQuest personnel with 
Miramar personnel under a non-disclosure agreement. Inventor Steve Fairbanks 
participated in the discussion, which occurred on or about February 9, 2000. 
According to Mr. Fairbanks, the purpose of the discussion was to help PowerQuest 





decide whether it should license Miramar technology, and no offer was made by 
PowerQuest to license or sell PowerQuest's technology.
